I/eonard Wood has had two 
objections raised against him 
as the next president of the 
United States. One of them is 
that he is too much of a mili­ 
tary man, and the other is 
that he is not enough of a 
military man. 
It is true 
that 
leonard 
Wood is not a West Pointer. 
He was a physician by choice 
and a soldier by circumstance. 
Educated 
in

public 
schools of Massachusetts, a 
graduate of Harvard Univer­ 
sity; devout in his religious 
training 
in 
t h e 
Episcopal 
Church, Leonard Wood stands 
for the family, for the home 
and for the decent life. 
General Wood in his youth, > 
under General 
Lawton, cap-' 
tured Geronimo in Arizona. 
I/eonard Wood 
escaped 
the 
West Point training because 
he, like George Washington, 
entered the arfny from civil 
life, without special military 
training, and each resorted to 
military measures only as a 
last resort. 
Won World Admiration 
I>eonard 
Wood’s 
military 
governorship, both in Cuba 
and the Philippines attracted 
the attention and won the ad­ 
miration of all the civilized 
countries, for the very reason 
that his methods of reorgan­ 
ization were based on con­ 
structive. hygienic, legal and 
educational reforms, and were 
n o t’forced upon the people by 
military 
pressure, 
he 
ever 
placing the civil administra­ 
tion above the military. Never 
before in the history of the 
world did any colonial admin­ 
istrator have in his methods 
st) small an element of mili­ 
ta ry compulsion. 
Leonard Wood is an admin­ 
istrator of the highest attain­ 
ments. 
Executive ability is not con­ 
fined to business men. The ca­ 
p acity 'to command an army, 
to clothe and feed it; to muni­ 
tion and doctor it; to move, 
and fr bt it, involves the high­ 
est order of executive skill . 
Wood found Cuba a military 
colony, suffering from centur­ 
ies of misrule, plagued by yel­ 
low fever, torn by dissension, 
and discouraged by defeat in 
war.

General Wood handle the situation 
that the workmen learned to love

So w est” back to Camp Funston, 
peaking to his astonished and dis­ 
appointed troops, he said:

the blankets for his freezing boys 
pulled into Cam p Funston.

has

thrown in contact with the youth 
of the land and has not outgrown 
his own by dissipation and bad 
habits. 
Wood has been an “out-of-door” 
man. He has not been cloistered,

verbs, and 
turning 
phrases.
